• CEA added accreditation and reviewer workshops to its regular training schedule in 2012 and 2013. 

• Over 100 English language professionals applied to be trained as reviewers. 

• With each site visit requiring two reviewers, both experienced and new reviewers participated on two 
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• The Commission, which makes accreditation decisions, added two additional meetings in 2013. 

• In 2013 alone, the Commission reviewed 150 sites, nearly as many as had been reviewed in CEA’s 1 

• To supplement staff activities, 12 former commissioners and experienced reviewers stepped forward 
were applied consistently and fairly from visit to visit. 

• Many university and international programs, which did not need to meet the requirements of the Acer 
when CEA will conduct an additional 35 site visits. 

With the numbers of accredited sites having tripled in the past two years, staffing has increased at the CE 
accreditation and re-accreditation, but also to handle increasing numbers of reports (such as annual repc 
situations such as additional branches and changes of ownership.
